In the McKinley bill, lately passed, 


great discrimination has been made in 
he levy as between tho articles of lux- 
ury and those of necessity. 
Articles of 


usury are taxed on a basis of about 60 
per i;oiit., while nrttoloa of real uooossity 
re taxed about 130 per cent. Among 
lie articles of luxury may be mentioned 
ropical fruits, jellies, ostrich feathers, 
mbroideries, laces, furs, such as ermine, 
ealskins, etc.; precious stones, olabas- 
er, shells and ivory. Among the ne- 
essities were slate, salt, white lead, 
window glass, wool hats, woolen clothes, 
ilankets, nails, tin-plate, etc. 
Slates for the poor at 30 cents ad 
alorem and pearls for the rich, at 20 
onts ad valorem; furs for the rich at 20 
>er cent, and plushes for the poor at 80 
>er cent. Tin-plate, for the use of 
jvery man's family, is taxed 130 per 
sent. When the farmers and supporters 


if this bill are asked upon what scheme 
he tax is founded no answer is return- 
id. Those least able to pay have to 


)aar the heavier portion of tho burden 


if taxation. 


A great deal is said about wages 


being higher here than in any other 
country. This may bo true, but it is 
not because of the protective tariff or 
.he McKinloy bill, but in spite of both 
hose. It is also said that wages are 
ligher than they were forty years ago. 
Cue question that you, laboring men, 
are interested in is, ore they as high as 
h y ought to be ? 


The republicans tell the people that 


t is necessary to place a tariff on ax- 
;ioles of necessity to protect labor. The 
)losterere, the carpenters, in fact almost 
oi«ry mechanic, is in no wise benefited 
by the tariff, and to the farmer, who 
composes at least one-half of the labor- 
ing population of our country it is 
really a burden, Where is the benefit 
:o them >, Only one branch of labor is 
benefited and those are tho ones en- 
gaged directly in a business that is pro- 
tected and even then the workingman is 
poorly paid. Look over the MoKinley 
bill, road every section carefully and 
nowhere will you find a single word in 
reference to labor. 
Iu the 130 pages 


of tho McKinley bill we do not find the 
•word wages mentioned once; nor the 


>rd labor. Instead of a protection to 


American labor the McKinley bill is a 
blow to l*bor; instead of giving the me- 
chnuio and laboring man better wages it 
wises tho piico on everything ho needs, 
nhich lessens his capacity to buy, and 
as a matter of fact, reduces his wages, 
because it takes more of tho same wages 
ho has been receiving to pay for tho 
articles ho has to use and gives him no 
assurance of advancing his ability to 
pay. It is iu deadly hostility to his in- 
terests, because it takes away the means 
of his subsistence. 


Iu speaking of pensions tho senator 


said that it was the defenders of the 
MoKinley bill who defeated liberal pen- 
sions: "For my part," slid he, "I 
Tvould sooner vote money, bounty, sub- 
sidy for the soldiers than the sugaj- 
boiler. When we have paid tho last 
dollar duo the soldier, duo the men who 
risked their health and lives iu defense 
of OUT oouuky and hlwttieij, then i 


be time enough to consider the wants of 
the sugar makers." 


He also spoke of the silver bill and

The Hon. Ah In P. Dovey, Governor of Indiana: 


SIR :—You have asked me for an opin- 


ng touching sec. 44 of the election law, 
.pproved March 6, 1890. 
That section 


s as follows: "No person entitled to 
vote at any general, national, state or 
uounty election, shall be employed up- 
on the day on which such election shall 
>e held, in any manufacturing, mining, 
mechanical or mercantile establishment 
ir any railroad ^corporation in this state 
luring 
the 
period 
of four hours 


after 
the 
opening 
of any eleo- 


ion 
in 
the 
county 
in 
which 


nch person 
is 
entitled 
to vote 


except as to works of necessity, in 
which works of necessity every employe 
shall be given some period oi four hours 
Between the opening and the closing of 
the poll of said dsy, and any circuit 
court may enforce the provisions of this 
section in term time or in vacation by 
mandate or otherwise, upon the applica- 
tion of any voter. Every officer of any 
corporation, 
owner, 
superintendent, 


overseer or foreman, who employe, or 
permits to be employed any person in 
violation of this section, shall be guilty 
of misdemeanor and fined not less than 
$50 nor more than 8500." 


This language must be taken as a leg- 


islative declaration that no person who 
is entitled to vote at any national, state 
or county election shall be employed on 
tho day of election in the establishments 
or corporations 
named during the 


period of four hours immediately after 
the opening of the polls, except as to 
works of necessity; and when a person 
is employed in such works of necessity, 
he shall be given time between the 
opening and the closing of the polls in 
which to vote. 


The language of the statute, in my 


judgement, is too plain to admit of ques- 
tion. The period of fonr hours must be 
held to begin at the hour of opening the 
polls, and to continue thereafter for the 
period of four hours. 


In case any establishment or corpora- 


tions mentiond do not comply with this 
statute, or if they should refuse to com 
ply therewith, an action may be main- 
tained in the circuit court to compel 
them to obey the provisions of the 
statute, and the officers, owners, super- 
intendents, overseers or foremen who 
violate this seotien will be liable to a 
fine of not less than §50 nor more than 
8500. In other words, this statute is 
both mandatory and penal in its nature, 
and it must be obeyed strictly.
